PAPER WASTE RECYCLED 

A two-month trial programme to recycle 
the tons of paper waste generated by 
UVic is now under way. 

G.E. Apps # Director of Buildings and 
Grounds, said that janitorial staff in cer¬ 
tain buildings are now packing unsorted 
paper waste into plastic bags for disposal 
in bins placed around campus. 

Instead of going the garbage disposal 
route, the paper waste will now be picked 
up at the bins by Allan Paper Stock 
Company. 

Cardboard boxes will also be set aside 
for recycling. 

Mr. Apps said the programme is ex¬ 
pected to operate on a break-even basis 
and will require no increase in staff and 
workload. 

It is also set up so that office and 
faculty personnel “shouldn't have to 
change their habits", except to refrain 
from putting food waste, plastic cups and 
carbon paper into wastepaper baskets. 

Impetus for the programme came from 
an Alma Mater Society "Recycling 


Feasibility Study" carried out in 1973 by 
graduate student Betsy Sweeny. 

In response, J.T. Matthews, Dean of 
Administration, established a committee 
headed by Mr. Apps to advise on the 
economic feasibility of recycling. 

The committee recommended that a 
full recycling programme, such as carried 
out by the Regional Recyling operation, 
is not economically viable at the present, 
but that unsorted paper waste collection, 
similar to that introduced by the Pro¬ 
vincial Government for its Victoria 
offices, would be possible. 

The AMS study indicated that 97 per 
cent of total wastes at UVic is recyclable 
paper, if sorted at the source. The admin¬ 
istration report estimated that 30 to 40 
per cent might be diverted as easily 
separated "unsorted paper wastes". 

Donovan Thorndick, Superintendent of 
Janitorial Services, said that in the initial 
trial period some two tons of paper waste 
is expected to be separated each week. 

He said the programme is being tried at 
the Cornett, MacLaurin, McPherson and 
Elliott buildings, and may be extended to

more areas after the trial period. 

However, if any offices not covered by 
the programme wish to recycle their 
paper, he will supply the plastic bags for 
staff to pack. 

Computer cards and print-out paper are 
already being recycled, and Food Services 
has its own programme of recycling fats, 
bottles and pails. 


SUB ADDITION COMING 

Construction of an addition to the Stu¬ 
dent Union Building is expected to begin 
in March for completion in September. 

Tenders were called for last week by 
I.W. Campbell, Director of Campus Plan¬ 
ning, for a 2 p.m. deadline on January 30. 

Kirk Patterson, President of the Alma 
Mater Society, said that $667,558 has 
been budgetted for the long overdue 
addition. Except for $80,000 from the 
University for site development and utili¬ 
ties, the addition is being financed by 
student fees. 

The addition will increase SUB space 
by 50 per cent, adding 14,580 square feet 
to the present 28,000. 

Its main features will be a 312-seat 
auditorium and a lounge almost the size 
of the one in the main building. It will 
also provide more office and storage 
space and another games room. 

Mr. Patterson said the expansion is not 
nearly big enough to meet student needs, 
but under the circumstances it is better 
than having nothing. 

He said the original building was con¬ 
structed in 1962 for a maximum of 2,500 
students, and now the student body 
totals more than 8,000. 

He said plans for the addition have 



















been through four student councils in 
more than three years, which adds up to 
four months planning to each month of 
construction. 

Mr. Patterson said that outside of a 
thriving pub and cafeteria the SUB, 
inadequate as it is, has not been used to 
the full by students. 

'There is nothing here to attract 
people." 

He said this situation should change 
with the addition. 

The new lounge and the auditorium 
will be used for meetings and concerts, 
which means the present lounge can be 
renovated into "a place where people can 
come in and truly relax". 

No plans are being made to enlarge the 
frequently crowded pub and cafeteria. 

Because of costs, the addition "is not 
designed to be esthetically pleasing, but it 
will be functional." 

Siddall Dennis Warner, Architects, 
designed the addition to be totally dif¬ 
ferent from the main building, one com¬ 
plementing the other. The addition will 
feature brown brick with brown trim. 


PETCH STARTS CHANGES 

UVic's new President Howard E. Petch 
plans to decentralize an over-concen¬ 
tration of decision-making which has 
accumulated in the University's top 
office. 

In addressing Senate for the first time 
as its Chairman, Dr. Petch said he wants 
"decision-making close to the line of 
action," instead of tying down the Presi¬ 
dent with administrative detail that 
should be done by others. 

"There is just too much decision¬ 
making in the office of President." 

He noted that the President is expected 
to approve every appointment from 
research assistant to senior faculty, and 
that 14 administrative officers and 20 
presidential committees report directly to 
him, not to mention numerous ad hoc 
committees. 

"There will be a reduction in the 
number of administrative line officers 
reporting to the president." 

He said "my job is to see that other 
administrative officers are doing their 
job." 

In the future, he will be advised by an 
executive council consisting of the Vice- 
President, the Deans and the Bursar, and 
will hold weekly meetings with them to 
hear input and discuss policy. 

He said the deans will be expected to 
communicate policy back to department 


chairmen who in turn will be expected to 
convey this to faculty members. 

These changes do not mean "any 
decrease in accessibility to the president". 

Senate was also told no more senior 
administrative appointments will be made, 
except perhaps for a Dean of student 
services. 

Dr. Petch put before the Senate sug¬ 
gestions on how to speed up the business 
of Senate. 

He said about 25 per cent of the mem¬ 
bers of Senate had complained to him 
about the time-consuming length of the 
meetings. 

He proposed an agenda committee be 
struck to make sure matters which make 
up the agenda are well prepared and that 
the "terribly long narrative style" of the 
minutes be changed to a more concise 
form. 

"We should not be afraid to rubber- 
stamp things. They have been discussed 
and dealt with previously by Senate com¬ 
mittees. We shouldn't try to do everything 
ourselves, but insist the committees and 
departments do it well." 

UVIC MEN PRAISED 

As far as the women's movement goes, 
male faculty members at UVic are 
"great". 

This tribute comes from Dr. Elaine 
Limbrick, the new Chairman of the 
Department of French Language and 
Literature and the UVic member of 
the Canadian Association of University 
Teachers (CAUT) committee on the 
status of women academics. 

Dr. Limbrick, who is organizing a 
number of events at UVic this year 
to commemorate International Women's 
Year, as proclaimed by the United 
Nations for 1975, said contrary to most 
universities across Canada, particularly 
the older ones, "there is no open discrimi¬ 
nation here against women professors". 

That she and other women have 
achieved prominent positions at UVic is 
an indication of this, but furthermore she 
notes that women professors receive the 
same pay as men, which is not the case at 
some other universities. 

And in the three years as CAUT repre¬ 
sentatives she said she has received only 
one complaint about discrimination here. 

"Women academics at UVic are the 
best off in Canada. We couldn't hope for 
more sympathetic men." 

Dr. Limbrick said women seem to fare 
better at young universitites, whereas in 
older established universities "there is an 
ingrained prejudice against women". 

If there was one major criticism to be

made of UVic it was the lack of women 
having associate professor status, but this 
was remedied last year when six out of 18 
associate appointments were women, 
including Dr. Limbrick, which far exceeds 
the male-female ratio here. 

According to an analysis made of full¬ 
time faculty in 1973, there were 325 
male faculty members and 45 female for 
a total of 370. 

Dr. Limbrick said she suspects that the 
dearth of women teaching in universities, 
especially in the sciences, has much to do 
with their attitude, inculcated in them 
during their early schooling. 

To counteract this attitude in UVic 
female students, Dr. Limbrick is organ¬ 
izing seminars for September with the 
purpose of encouraging them to enter 
academic careers. 

Participating will be women faculty 
members as well as professional women 
from outside the university, hopefully 
Pauline Jewett, President of Simon Fraser 
University, and Kathleen Ruff, head of 
the B.C. Human Rights Commission. 

Dr. Limbrick will soon be presenting a 
brief to the Faculty Association on the 
status of women at UVic. 

The brief will express concern about 
pension inequalities, the position of part- 
time women lecturers, which needs 
improvement, and about the lack of 
day-care facilities. 

On the occasion of International 
Women's Year, Dr. Limbrick will also be

Education and Head of the Faculty of 
Education at Victoria College from 1956 
to 1961, and when it became UVic in 
1963 was its first Dean of Education. 

He was named Dean Emeritus when he 
retired in 1964. 

Dean Gilliland began his academic 
career as a student at Victoria Provincial 
Normal School in 1917, and from 1918 
to 1928 was a teacher and administrator 
in Victoria elementary schools. 

In 1929, he received a B.A. in history 
and economics from the University of 
British Columbia, where he returned to 
gain his M.A. in 1951. 

In 1929-33, he taught and eventually 
became Principal of King Edward High 
School in Prince Rupert. In 1933 he 
started a 11-year stint as a teacher at 
Victoria High School. 

In 1944, he became an instructor at 
Victoria Normal School, later becoming 
Vice-Principal and Principal until the 
Normal School became the Faculty of 
Education at Victoria College in 1956. 

He held office in a number of profes¬ 
sional societies and was President of the 
B.C. Historical Association. 

Dean Gilliland is survived by his wife, 

Katharine, a son, Dr. John Gilliland of St. 

John's, Newfoundland, a daughter, Jane 
Katherine Patterson of Lahr, Germany, 
and four sisters.

Dr. Robert N. O'Brien has received two 
research grant awards: $5,000 from the 
Paint Research Institute of Kent, Ohio, 
and $3,250 from the Canadian Depart¬ 
ment of Environment. 

The first has been provided for a study 
of the corrosion of iron under various 
paint coatings utilizing holographic inter¬ 
ferometry techniques developed in Dr. 
O'Brien's laboratory. The second is for an 
investigation concerning the separation, 
measurement and travel of gases in 
salmon eggs.
